Last Friday's Record contains the Rev. Gordon Calthrop’s reply to the letter 
from Mrs. Boole on Jews and Christianity, to which we referred last week. It snits 
Mr. Calthrop to speak of the view express: d by Mrs. Booléon by half of the Jews 
that the sacrificial system of the Pentateuch was mer ly a concession to prevail- 
ing ideas as an “expedient ” to which she and “ her Jewish advisers” have been 
driven by the stress of a bad case. But Mr. Calthrop does not appear to know 
that the view is taken by some of the highs st Jew ish-authoriti ‘Ss. ancient as we iI 
as modern. Some of the former declared that. had it not been for the worship 
of the Gelden Calf, sacrifice would never have been ordained by the Lawgiver. 
‘He that occupies himself with the study of the Law,” said a Talinudie R tbbi. 
But even if Sacrifice is to be regards das an integral part 
of the Mosaic system, the fact woald not be of much service to Mr. Calthrop. 
He very wisely ignores the circumstance, to which his attention has been directed 


“ needs no sacrifice.” 


more than once in this discussion, that blood, according to the teaching of the 
Hebrew Scriptures, is not essential to perfect atonement, seeing that the tri spass 
offering of the poor man might consist simply of a handful of meal. Wher 
then, is the support lent by the Old Testament to the Christian notion that with- 
out the shedding of blood there is no remission of sins ? 
demurs to the statement that “the true idéa of the sacritice as taught by the 
Prophets is that God requires no sacrifice but the surrender of cach man’s self 
will.” But what does he make of such expressions as these: “ Burnt offering 
and oblation Thou desirest not ;”’ ‘“* The sacrifices of God are a contrite heart -” 
“IT commanded not your fathers concerning burnt-offerings or sucritices : but 
this thing commanded I them : obey My voice and walk in a!l the ways that | 
have commanded you.” 


But Mr. Calthrop evades altogether the main point at issue between him and 
Mrs. Boole. It is impossible to convert—i.¢, to convert in the true and lionest 
sense of the word—Jews to Christianity. They can no more worship a man-(Cod, 
or grasp the idea of a Trinity, than the congenitally blind can conceive the idea 
of colour. We want Mr. Calthrop, and all honest conversionists like him. to 
realise this fact. For when they have done so, much labour inevitably doomed 
to be lost will be saved, much money hitherto squandered in manufacturing 
spurious Christians out of worthless Jews will be applied for more useful pur- 
poses, and the Jews in general will be spared a great deal of annoyance, 


Yet another of the most virulent anti-Semites of the day on the Continent 
has, like so many of his compeers, been unmasked and found to be a common 
swindler. Unlike the majority of the inglorious band of agitators in Austria 
Hungary, a certain Dr, Justus made himself chiefly notorious as a pamphleteer, 
His chief work, the “Judenspiegel’ (Mirror of the Jews), which consisted of 
alleged anti-Christian passages from the Talmad, was frequently quoted, to the 
detriment of the Jews at the time of the Tisza-Eszlar trial, and attracted quite 
48 much attention in Germany and the Austrian Empire as did the eqaally in 
famous writings on the “ blood accusation ” by Professor Rohling, of Prague.

A generous tribute to the Jewish race. has been paid by Professor Hardy 
Chief of the Department of Medical Clinic at the Hépital de la Charite in Paris. 
For several weeks the Academy of Medicine in that city has been engaged on a 
disenssion concerning the serious decrease of the population in France. Great 
as was the interest. evinced in the subject generally, it-was surpassed by the 
Frankly stating at the 
outset that all the proposals which had been suggested for remedying the evil 
would prove utterly futile, he boldly declared that the gaps which had been 
created in the population could only be filled up by an extensive immigration of 
Jews. He supported this theory on the grounds that the Jews are intelligent, 
‘industrious, and honest, and, what is of greater importance, fruitful. This last 
qualification would render an inflax of Jews extremely valuable for France, of 
which their children would prove to be among the best and most useful of citi- 
vens. Gratifying as is this testimony from so high an authority as Professor 
Hardy, it is highly improbable that his suggestion would meet with general 


sensation produced by the speech of Professor Hardy.

In his new “ Geographie Universelle,” M. Elisce Reclus, the well-known 
geographer and ex-Communist, mentions, with regard to Khartoum, that it con- 
tains numerous ruins, whith bear the name of Kénissé, and which are regarded 
as the remains of ancient churches. It is possible that these ruins, far from 
being of Christian, were of Jewish vrigin ; for the Semitic term Aenisse (or 
no3>) signifies a synagogue, and is not derived, as M., feclus from 
Kilissa, which is a corruption of Evelesia. The presence of Jews in the Soudan 
may be explained by their having, in their forced migrations, ascended the 
Upper Nile, and settled in regions which had not then been explored by the 


Christians.

Sin.—Permit me to add my meed of praise to the excellent article by a Lay- 
Worker, published in your edition of March 6, 

I greatly fear that the talented writer somewhat misunderstands the duties 
which are imposed on a Jewish minister, or the non-olficial functions which that 
personuge performs, An active interest in and connection with the Synagogue 
ext nding Ove} nearly a quarter of a centu y has taught me that overwork, in the 
sense intended by your correspondent, is the very last ailment from which he is 
likely to suffer, 

With your correspondent, I ask what are the pastoral dutios which are obliga- 
tory upon the Jewish minister? Itis surely in a spirit of the keenest irony that the 
writer of the article points out everything a Jewish minister ought to do, and sums 
up in a very few words what he does do. It is painfully true that so far as the poor 
are concerned there is not one Jewish clergyman in London, without a single excep- 
tion, whose duty it is voluntary or involuntarily to visit the poor at their homes 
and to minister to and console them in their sorrow. Institutions which contain 
Jewish inmates are, under the auspices of the Visitation Committee of the United 
Synazogue, visited more. or less regularly; but from year’s end to year’s end the 
voice of the Jewish minister is nnheard in the homes of the poor. The fact is so 
patent as to be indisputable, end all that remains to be done is to‘seck the eause of 
this extraordinary condition of affairs and to endeavour to find a remedy. 

rhe fault lies chiefly with the congregations themselves. In appointing minis- 
ters the sole qualification for office is the possession of a fairly good voice and ability 
to read more or less—generally less—correctly. .Even men who hold high office, the 
leaders of the congregations, have been heard to declare in the Council Room of the 
Lnited Synagogue that the sole daty required froma Reader.-is.that he shall read, 
and so far as | know there is no instance of a congregation making it a sina gud non 
that a person appointed to a Readership shall be capable of taking any interest in 
the poor or of ministering to them in any way whatever, Theoretically, no doubt, 
laws and regulations can be pointed out as to the desirability of the clergy taking 
part in visitation, bat except at institutions nothing is done. When the Board of 
Guardians was instituted its original regulations provided for the visitation by 
clergymen at the homes of the poor. The synagogues 
when the United Synagorue ce rk over the work 
by the Association for the

so admirably performed 
Diffusion of Religious Knowledge it was understood 
that home visitation would form an essential feature of the new administra- 
tion. In both cases nothing whatever has been effected, East and. West 
are alike to blame, Clergymen have been appointed absolutely and utterly ignorant 
of duty outside the four walls of their own special synagogue, with the exception 
of a visit sometimes once a week, and in other instances once in two or three months 
to some Of the institutions which contain Jews. The late lamented Rey. A. L. Green 
was the only clergyman attached to a synagogue who regularly and sympathisingly 
looked after the poor in their own homes. 

I cannot help feeling that in this matter of visitation the Ecclesiastical Authori- 
lies have been exceedingly lax in their duty, Under the laws of the United Syna- 
gogue no person can be appointed to fulfil clerical duties without the license of 
these Authorities. It would, I venture to think with all humility. hb a very wise 
proceeding on their part were they to decline to consider any man fit to fulfil clerical 
functions unless he were to show his ability to undertake the (uty of home 
Visitation, in the same manner as is performed by the clergy of other denominations. 
In this, as in many other instances, it is lay members of the community who have 
to teach the clergy this essential part of their duty,

exception that such buildings (setting aside the supposed scale of rental), cannot he 
made remunerative. 

Unfortunately, the ingrained exclusiveness of our poorer classes urges them to 
pay any rental that may be asked, if accompanied by the coveted privilege of being 
“let alone,’ and to my knowledge, the quarters occupied by the working classes in 
Manchester are largely owned and let by speculators who trade upon that morbid 
characteristic, 

The proposed premium for isolation offered by the Commission, will tend to 
foster, instead of discourage, the undesirable feeling, and help to intensify the 
reprobated jealousy of association with the civilization of surrounding life. 

Our efforts ought rather, as Mr. Barrow Emanuel urges, to be directed towards 
removing this obstacle to progress, than towards encouraging it by localising ang 
grouping the working population of our community, i 

The economical! objection to the scheme I leave to more practical experts than 
myself, basing my own opposition solely upon the grounds of the impolicy of local. 
ising our less cultivated coreligionists, and thus nursing the prejudice which is so 
great a barrier to their social and intellectual progress, While our poorer classes 
maintain the isolation engendered by confinement in one locality (and still more to 
one block of buildings), they will not ovércome those early formed and inculcated 
habits which are so calculated to embarass them aud to disincline them to any 
struggle for advancement, and which, while engulphing them in their normal de- 
pressed condition, must also place their offspring in the disadvantageous position of 
being unable to attain the level of artizans of other classes,

DEMOLITION OF THE BEVIS MARKS SYNAGOGUE. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Str,—Before the completion of this step, do not the following considerations 
stgvest themselves to the mind of every independent and unbiassed voter! 1. Only 
3% have expressed their opinions out of 283 members in favour of the scheme. It 
would be perfectly easy toascertain the feelings of every one of them by sending to 
each a paper with only the words Yes or No printed on it, together with a request 
that it should be answered and returned within a week in the affirmative or negative. 
I am perfectly willing to admit that, owing to causes which I shall discuss at great 
length on an early day, the average attendance on Sabbaths consists of 10 
Yehidim and 40 congregants, including the poor. Why. in fairness, was not the 
average attendance on Sabbaths in the Bryanston Street Synagogue disclosed at the 
same time, in order to enable people to arrive at proper conclusions? It may be, as 
Mr. Benabo stated, that it was not better attended on Saturdays than the Bevis 
Marks Synagogue, . 

I really suggest that in future only iron synagogues should be constructed, and 
these removed from place to place to suit the whims and caprices of a clique who 
often change their residences. In confirmation, I need. but quote the Bryanston 
Street Synagogue, so recently constructed in one ofthe most central situations in 
London, but it is now said to be unsuitable, as not being sufficiently so, No doubt 
20 Yehidim live in the West End. Will it be possible to fix on any site which 
would be agreeable to 140! If s0, any representation from them, signed by such a 
number, would have due weight. That synagogue is only full on Festivals and the 
Day of Atonement, and the Bevis Marks Synagogue, on those occasions, is equally 
so. Ido not see either that this vonerable Cathedral Synagogue can be pulled down 
ina hurry. A new one must be completed and consecrated for service before a stone 
of the * Gates of Heaven ~ can be pulled down, The entire block of property.com- 
prises an area of 23,560 feet super, said. to be worth 2, per foot for warehouse pur- 
poses, It will be very diffieult to be sold in one lot for building leases, which is the 
only way that it ought to be sold, if sold at all. How many feet super is comprised 
in the Bevis Marks Synagogue ! Cannot money be tound to buy it for a Free Syna- 
gogue for Portuguese and Germans living close by? I will subscribe a handsome 
sum for th's amalgamation, being of opinion that it is unnecessary to rail off a por- 
tion of this or any other synagogue for the exclusive use of those of Spanish and 
Portugue se descent.

In order to dispel this delusion, it may be as well to state that the collection in 
question was made at a hotel where “Jews most congregate,’ and undoubtedly 
the hotel more frequented than any other by Jewish travellers, and it is greatly to 
the credit and mainly through the liberality of Jewish travellers that the said hotel 
has so often headed the list of amounts subscribed to the above-named charitable 
institutions. 

I am perfectly well aware that no Jew has ever derived any benefit from either 
of the Commercial Travellers’ charities, but that should not be a barrier to our sub- 
scribing to the fands promoted by the friends with whom we come in daily contact ; 
one need only glance at youradvertising columns to see how frequently Christians 
contribute to our charifies, knowing that none but Jews can participate in them. 


If Mr. Lambert's proposal were to be suggested non-Jewish travellers would most 
certainly object to the introduction of a Jewish charity box in a commercial room, 
and for my part I should oppose it just as well as I would resent the placing of a 
box for a Catholic Hospital or a Presbyterian School ‘in the commercial room of 4 
public hotel. 

I should not like it to be thought that I want to throw cold water on any 
scheme likely to benefit any of our noble charities, on the contrary I should only be 
too pleased if Mr. Lambert's letter would be the means of Jewish commercial tra- 
vellers banding themselves into a society to assist the Jews’ Orphan Asylum or 
any other Jewish charity to be hereafter determined, and. I would gladly co-operate 
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‘9 forming such a fund, but I should certainly Object to a c lecting box being

STEPNEY JEWISH SCHOOLS. 

The Annual Meeting of the subscribers to the Stepney Jewish Schools was held 
on Sunday last, at the Institution. Stepney Green, Mr. Marcus N, ApL&ER, Presi- 
dent, in the Chair. 

The Annual Report and Balance-sheet were read. The Committee in their report 
congratulate the friends of the institution on the satisfactory progress made during 
the vear. The number of children on the reg ster is 493. The Committee again call 
attenti n to the serious decreasé in the annual subscriptions, which, notwithstanding 
the most rigid economy, is seriously hindering the development of the Schoola. This 
diminution is the mure felt since, ow ing to the influx of the poorest class into Step- 
ney, there has been a large decrease in the school fees. The Government Inspection 
held on February 25th and 26th last, has been attended with extremely gratifying 
resuits. The detailed report has not yet been received, but the number of passes is 
My per cent. on the boys’, and 93 per cent, in the girls’ school. The report of the 
Exa niner in Hebrew and ‘Religion (Rev. R. Harris) shows that good progress had 
been made, especially in the higher standards. The Committee express their acknow- 
lelgmenis to Mr. W. Ashe Payne, the Head Master, the Misses Solomon, Head Mis- 
tresses of the Girls’ and Infants’ Schools respectively, and to the teaching staff 
generally. As the result of a suggestion made at the last distribution .of prizes by 
the President, a cirenlating library has been formed, and already contains over 500 
volumes. ‘Thanks are tendered to the Ladies’ Committee for assisting to start this 
libra: 7, and also for their efforts in founding and administering a Cocoa and Soup 
Fund for distributing refreshment to the children during the day. Another sugges- 
tion of the President has also borne good fruit, by the establishment of the “ Michael 
Henry society, a Clab for social improvement and recreation. Through the efforts 
of Mr. Herbert Beniwitch, Honorary S:cretary of the Education Committee, the 
echools have obtained almost complete exctmnption from Queen s taxe sand local rates. 
Several other Jewish institutions have since then obtained a like concession. The 
report concludes with an nrgen't appeal for increased support to the Schools 

The total income during the year amounted to £6479, This amount-included 
the follow extraordinary receipts: Legacy from the late Baroness de Rothschild, 
£3,000; Donations on account of the Ball, €1,209 12s; sale of stock, £421; sale of 
house in Stepney Green, £699. The Government Grant amounted to £462, subscrip- 
tions £191, and pupils fees £319 I6s, The real income in 1884 was €1.141, and the 
actual expenditure €1432. The principal ontlays were for salaries, £962 178, L1d.; 
books, apparat.s, and stationery, £104; furnitare, repairs, and cleaning, £175. 

The CHAIRMAN, in moving the adoption of the report and balance-sheet, men- 
tioned the gratifying circumstance that Mr. Ephraim Norden, a pupjl teacher of the 
School, who had been entirely educated at the institution, had obtained his Govern- 
ment Certificate as Teacher. With regard to the diminution in the number of pupils, 
Mr. Adler said that this circumstance, painful as it was to the Committee, was not 
surprisiny, seeing that Board Schools where the fees were very low, surrounded their 
own insticution on all sides, and that in these schfools the religious susceptibilities of 
the Jewish pupils were fully. respected. The Committee had made known. their 
readiness to enlarge the school if sufficient applications had been received to warrant 
such a step, so that the managers had completely done their duty in this respect. 
Mr. Adler expressed his gratificat on at the success of the “Michael Henry” Society, 
and concluded by dwelling on the want of support accorded te the Sehool by well- 
‘to-do Jewish tradesmen residing in the district. 

Mr. B. Ktscu seconded the motion for the adoption of the annual statement, 
which was carried unanimously. 

The Honorary Officers were elected for the ensuing year as follow: President, 
Mr. M. N. Adler; Vice-President, Mr. B. Kisch ; Treasurer, Mr. A. Arnholz ; Hono- 
rary Secretaries, Messrs. H. Hymans and Stephen S. Hyam. The Committee were 
also re-elected, with the addition of Messrs, S. L. Lee. Claude Montefiore, and. A. 
Morley., The last named gentleman was appointed Assistant Honorary Secretary. 

A spe. int vote of thanks was passed to Mr. Herbert Bentwitch on his retirement 
from the office of Honorary Seeretaty of the Educational Committee, Votes of 
thanks were also tendered to the officers and the Chairman. 


BOARD OF DEPUTIES. 

The monthly meeting of the Board of Deputies was held on Wednesday, at the 
Vestry Room of the Spanish and Portuguese Synagogue, Bevis Marks. There were 
present: Mr, Joserpu Sepa, Vice-President, in the Chair; Dr. M, Clifford, Messrs. 
I), L. Alexander, L. Davis, 8. Ezekiel, P. Falk, E. A, Franklin, L. Hyams, 8. Jacobs, 
\. Levy, J. Mason, S, Montagu, J. Polak. 

The Ceairman brought up a report of the deputation which had waited on Mr, 
Mundella, M.P.. on the subject of examinations under the Science and Art Depart- 
ments, in so far as they affected Jewish candidates (a report of this interview 
appeared in our last issue). Mr. Sebag said that the deputation had met with the 
vreatest consideration at the hands of the Vice-President of the Council. They had 
every reason to be satisfiei with the reception given to the application submitted 
on behalf of the Board, and there were good grounds to hope that its wishes would 
shortly be carried out. (lear, hear.) 

A vote of thanks was passed to Mr. J. H. Levy, of the Education Department of 
the Privy Council, for the advice and assistance he had given tothe deputation to 
Mr. Mundella. 

The Solicitor and Secretary (Mr. Lewis Emanuel) read a letter from the Rev 
il. M. Silver, Honorary Secretary of the Visiting Committee of the Congregations in 
Manchester and Liverpool, relative to the visitation of Jewish prisoners in Lan- 
cashire and Cheshire. Mr. Silver thanked the Board for the facilities it had 
obtained for Jewish ministers to visit such prisoners, ana intimated that, in conse- 
quence of a discussion which hed taken place at a recent meeting of the Bosrd, 
the Rev. Dr. Salomor., Minister of the Great Synagogue, Manchester, had been asso- 
ciated with the Rev. L. M. Simmons, as Jewish prison visitor. In another letter 
Mr. Silver informed the Board that Jews de ained in the prisons at Boiton and 
Kirkdale were exempt from labour on their Sabbaths and festivals. 

The Solicitor and tecretary reported thata letter of thanks had been forwarded 
in the name of the Board to the Prison Commissioners, for the concessions they had 
granted with reference to the foregoing matter. | 

A correspondence from the Foreign Office on the subject of the Demnat Jews, 
was read. The documents will be found in another column. ; 

In connection with the Jews of Morocco, a letter was also read from the Chief 
Rabbi, who expressed his willingness to comply with the request of the Conjoint 
Committee of the Board and the Anglo-Jewish Association, that he should write to 
the Ecclesiastical Chiefs of the community at Fez, urging them to use their influence 
with the view to putting a stop to certain reprehensib e practices to which the Jew, 
in that capital and some other towns were said to be addicted. 


On the motion of Mr. E. A. FRANKLIN, seconded by Mr. L, HYAMS, it was res 


solved to send a letter of congratulation to the Alliance Israélite on the celebration 
of the twenty-fifth anniversary ofits establishment, : 

A communication was read from Mr. M. Blok, who called attention to the 
opening of a hospital for Jewish cbildren in the Ghetto at Rome. The subject had 
been referred to the Rev. the Chief Rabbi and to the Anglo-Jewish Associatio;,

As we have already pointed out, the realisa- 
tion of a “ Lay Worker's” truly philanthropic ideas would give a much- 
needei development to thé work which is already being carried on for the 
benefit of our humbler coreligionists, The original scheme of visi- 
tation of hospitals and asylums, under the direction of the Visitation 
Committee of the United Synagogue, has 
association of ladies with ministers in the work ; and now the 
area of the work itself has been greatly extended. It was considered an 
anomaly that, while the sick in the hospitals were cared for, those of the 
poor who needed a solacing and cheering voice in their own homesto sustain 
them under the burden of illness. should be neglected. Those members of 
the humbler orders who had committed no crime deserved, it was perceived, 
the tender: ministrations of sympathetic hearts as much.as the prisoner 
needed wise counsel and practical help towards reforming his ways and 
regaining his lost position. And thus, growing to a large extent out of the 
original visitation scheme, there sprang up a systematic visiting of the homes 
of the poor by an adm»rable band of kindly women which, although it is eom- 
paratively young, has already borne much good fruit. 

“A Lay Worker” would see this development carried still further. 
She pleads for an extension of the work and for an increased number of 
workers, She would have refiningiand spiritualising influences brought to 
bear upon the poor by their brothers and sisters of higher degree, not only 
by means of visitation, but through the agency of classes and “ social 
gatherings”; and she would have a far larger number of lay recruits enrol 
themselves under the philanthropic banner than have hitherto come forward. 
The note thus struck found a sympathetic echo at the annual Conference of 
Visitors to which we have already alluded. It is only just, however, to the 
memory of a gracious and beloved woman who devoted her life to the poor, to 
point out that what is now proposed to be done by the many, she did quietly 
and unostentatiously in conjunction with a few other members of the Com- 
mittee of the Ladies’ Loan and Benevolent Society. Not only did the late 
Baroness Lionen pe RotuscHi.p practically evince her appreciation of the 
hecessity of visiting the poor long before our modern schemes were ever 
dreamt of, but she perceived the importance of endeavouring to infuse into 
their lives some of the blessed effects of knowledge and pure enjoyment. But 
the magnitude of the task to be accomplished has grown by leaps and bounds 
Within the last few years ; and the work which could be safely left to a soli- 
tary labourer here and there in the good old times, now requires many & 
helping hand for its successful accomplishment. It 1s clear that if the duty 
which the rich owe to the poor is to be satisfactorily discharged, and if the 


been widened by the 


problems presented by the enormous mass of indigence and suffering and 
ignorance which exists at our very doors are resolutely to be grappled with, 
the handful of existing workers must be considerably augmented. An impetus 
must be given to the idea which led a few years ago to the enrolment of 
ladies among the Visitors to the Asylums and the Hospitals. If it was geen 
then that the comparatively simple and restricted task of bringing congola 
tion afid spiritual help to the inmates of such institutions was beyond the 
unaided powers of aminister, how much more clearly must it be perceived now 
that the very difficult and extensive work of visiting the homes of the poor 
imperatively demands the largest possible measure of lay help. It would be 
mischievous to hide the fact that if the work is to be done, it must not be 
left in any very great degree to ministers, At best they can touch only the 
fringe of it. 

Nor can it. serve any useful purpose to ignore the obvious fact that of 
the limited number of Jewish ministers only a few take an active part in the 
labour which is heing carried on among the poor, corifined though it has been 
hitherto within comparatively restricted limits. Some of them discharge 
their duty in this respect in a manner which leaves nothing to be desired : 
but these, again, are the willing horses whose willingness imposes upon them 
tasks which leave no room for additional burdens. The virtual abstention 
of the rest is not likely to be affected by any general desire to see a wider 
interest in the visitation of the poor manifested by the clerical body. So long 
as we are content to uphold the short-sighted system by which many a 
minister is chosen solely because he is the possessor of an agreeable voice, so 
long will the ery which goes forth from thousands of stricken hearts be 
powerless to move those who should be the first to respond to it. 
There are Chazanim, of course, to whom such a description does not 
apply—men who are active in prison or asylum, and who are filled with 
an exalted sense of the significance of their mission. But these are honour- 
able exceptions, The Jewish clergy, as a body, will not take that place at the 
head of all philanthropic work which it is their duty to assume, while con- 
gregations are guided by utterly wrong principles in selecting their religious 
leaders. Each congregation has the ministers it deserves, 

It is a significant circumstance that no minister (with the solitary excep- 
tion of the late Rev. A. L. Grees, who was an honorary member of the 
Visiting Committee for a few years) has ever been elected a methber of the 
Jewish Board of Guardians, or any of its Committees. The fact seems to 
be an indication of the small interest which the bulk of the Jewish clergy 
have eviticed in wise methods of dealing with poverty and its attendant ills ; 
although it must be admitted. there are ministers whose practical sym- 
pathy with enlightened benevolent effort entitles them to a position which 
would, as a matter of course, be accorded to the ministers of other denom- 
inations. The truth remains, however, that the number of this class among 
the Jewish clergy is small ; and even if the contrary were the case, it would 
still be necessary to rely mainly upon lay-help for the accomplishment of the 
work that has to be done among our humbler brethren. Not only is it too 
vast for the clergy to attempt alone, but it is likely to prove most fruitful if 
the labourers be chiefly voluntary, rather than professional. The poor cannot 
but be favourably influenced by the fact that those who are striving to im 
prove their lot are actuated by the most disinterested motives, and that they 
belong to a social level much higher than their own. We are deeply anxious 
not to disparage in the slightest degree the value or the naed of clerical 
ministrations in the homes and haunts of poverty. To help the poor to bear 
their burden courageously, to aid them in rising ever so little out of the 
slough of pauperism, to breathe words of consolation to them in sickness, to 
educate them mentally, morally and spiritualiy—this duty belongs to the 
minister primarily and chiefly. But he must be seconded in this holy work 
by those who are bound to engage in it both by reason of the fact that prac- 
tical philanthropy is not the monopoly of any caste or class, and that the 
social superiority of the workers can in itself do much to bridge the gulf that 
yawns between the poor and the rich, and which threatens to grow wider 
year after year, Such lay effort has always been a prominent feature in 
Jewish organisation. It was so in ancient times, when the worshipper him- 
self slew his sacrifice at the entrance of the Sanctuary, and in more modern 
days when laymen led the prayers or delivered the discourse in the Syna- 
gogue.

The principle, then, of utilizing lay effort, which has already been put 
into practice, must be still further carried out. But at the same time an 
inerease in the number of workers must be accompanied by a re-organization 
of the work. Hitherto the visitation of the poor has been too greatly 
diffused, Each worker has attempted too much. What is wanted is not 
quantity, but quality. A given visitor, for example, should be content with 
a small area of but a few houses where more numerous and protracted visits 
would render a closer intimacy possible. Might it not be practicable, also, to

The report referred to in the foregoing letter was as follows : 

Tangier, February 15:h, 1885. 

I have te honour to report that the Saltan, in compliance with the wishes I had expressed, 
has directed Cid Bubekir al Khanjawi to institute an enquiry into the charges made by certain 
Jews of Demnat agaist the Governor of that district, and hay further directed a respectale Jew 
of Morceco, named Abraham Corcos, to proceed to Demnat on the same errand, and that these 
persons have received orcers to report to His thereefian Majesty the result of their enquiry. I 
have alsorcceiveda letter from Cid Bubekir, expressing his readiness to proceed to Demnat as 
soon as he receives the Sultan's orders. Hic says his task will be ad ficult one, as some of the Jews 
are partisans «f theGovernor, and many persons have mixed themselves up in this affair, why 
may be bribed to give evidence for and azainst the Governor, as may tuit their inclination. He 
hopes, however, to be able to ecliect reliavle information, and under any ci camstances he will sek 
to allay the excitement that has been produced among both the Jewish and the Mahomedan 
popniation. Cid Babebir suggests that shoula the Sultan not remove the Goveraor of Demnat, I 
should recommend that the Jews be placed uoder another authority. He savas that the Jews of

CONSTANTINOPLE,—General satisfaction has been caused amoug the several 
communities in Constantinople, at the announcement that the Saltan has conférred 
Order of the Osmanieh. Second Class. on our distinguished coreligionist. M. 
omon Fernandez. This gentleman, who is Director of the Société Générale of the 
Ottoman Empire, is Vice-President (the titular President being Count de Camondo) 
f the Alliance Israélite in Constantinople. In this capacity he, with his philan- 
thropie wife, has been the life and soul of the movement for improving the educa- 
tion of the Jewish community in the Tarkish capital.—The celebration of the 25th 
anniver-ary of the Alliance in the Portuguese Synagogue at Galata, was remarkable 
for having met with the official recognition of the Porte, the Government having 
sent a representative, who delivered an address in the Turkish language.—The 
annual ball organised by the Jewish Benevolent Society, of the Ortakeui quarter of 
Constantinople; in aid of the local school. has lately been held and proved a bril- 
‘iant success, The presence of eminent non-Jews, Christian and Mahomedan, was 
a notable feature. His Excellency, General Nedjib Pasha, the patron of the ball, was 
present with his wife, and in a speech he delivered during the evening, he rendered 
homage to the civilising influence exerci-ed by the Alliance Israelite Universelle, 
a society which, he said, merited the gratitude not solely of Jews, but of humanity 
at large,

SWEDEN.—The Jewish community at Stockholm has received a mark of royal 
favour, in the person of its Secretary. whom the King has appointed Chief of Police 
in that city. 

SMYRNA.—As was the case last year, the annual ball in aid of the funds of the 
\lliance Schcols in Smyrna has again been held in the palace of the Governor- 
General of Anatolia, Nachid Pasha. The féte was under the patronage of his Excel- 
lency, who likewise honoured it with his presence. 

ANOTHER New Srct.—At San Antonio in Texas (U.S.) a new sect hase been 
formed. calling themeelves “ Adopted Jews.” The members of this sect, Christians 
by origin, have rejected the dogmas of the Christian religion, and keep the Jewish 
Sabbath as the day of rest. As yet, they know little with regard to Jewish customs 
and ce remonies, but they are well versed in Jewish history. 

DEAF-MUTES IN GERMANY.—There are said to be as many as 790 Jewisn deaf- 
inute children in Germany. With the exception of a comparative smal! proportion, 
these unfortunate children receive no instraction whatsoever, partly from fear of 
the consequences that might ensue if they were entrusted to non-Jew ish institutions 
lor the Deaf and Dumb. 


_ Attorns,—The Rabbi and Dayan, Herr Jecheskel Rafaeleohn, of Altona, bas died 
in that city at the age of 96 years. Born at Filebne in 1789, he was a pupil of the 
celebrated Rabbi Akiba Eger. He subsequently laboured at Altona, for 8 yeers, first 
as religious teacher, and later, for 12 years, as Rabbi. He has been blind for the last 
-'' years, but never absented himself from synagogue or from the Be th Hamedrash, 


New York.—Herr Sonnenthal, the famous actor of the Burg Theatre in Vienna, 
who is now creating a furore in New York. is a Jew. He is giving forty perform- 
ances, for which he {s to receive $40,000, Some time ago the honour of knighthood 
was conferred on him by the Emperor of Anstria. His correct designation is, there- 
fore, Adolf Ritter yon Sonnenthal. 

THE American Israclite of Feb. 27th, reproduces in extenso, the sermon deli- 
vered by the Rev. David Fay at the New West End Synagogue on the retention of 
Hebrew in the Service of the Synagogue. Commenting upon it, the editor remarks : 
“We lay it before our readers in full, in order to afford them a fair opportunity to 
judge as to whether there is any material differenee among preachers on this or that 
tide of the ocean, Personally, we think that if this sermon is a fair averaye specimen, 
the London pulpit deserves credit for excellent taste and diction.”

THe Word “Gyor,.’—At the annual meeting of the Cambridge Philological 
Society a paper oa the word gnof in Chaucer, by Mr. I. Gollancz, of Christ's College, 
was read by the President. It occurs in the Miller's tale, 1, 2, where “ A rich gnof 
is supposed to mean “a rich churl,” as suggested by Urry, who quotes another pas- 
sage in which it oceura, Todd, in his Illustrations of Chaucer, gives two other 
quotations for the word, and throws some further light upon its use. Mr. Gollancz 
suggests that it was a slang word, and the same as the modern gunnof, explained in 
Hotten's Slang Dictionary as an expert thief, a master of his craft.’ Siace the 
whole cant vocabulary of mediwval Gaunerthum,as the Germans call it, abounds 
with words of Hebrew origin, the word may have been borrowed from the Hebrew 
qannof or gannaf,athief. Luther pointed out in his Liber Vagatorum, that several 
cant words came from the Jews, and he adduces the word gzejcnf?. in the sense of 
“stolen, which is nothing but the past participle of a verb jenfen or genfen, formed 
by vowel-change from a substantive ganf.a thief, which is again the Hebrew for 
gannaf. The same wrd is perhaps the origin of the obsolete French gnaif or gnafs 
(also gnof. qnauf, gnouf) given by Littré as signifying a clumsy cobbler, or a clumsy 
fellow, used asa term of reproach. In Dickens's “Bleak House,” chap. xix., the 
constable remarks of “ poor Joe,” that “ he is as obstinate a young gonoph as 1 know.” 
The old form gnef, due tothe Jews of medieval England, is more correct than the 
modern yonnos, due to the Jewa who have eettled here since the commonwealth, 
In the latter form the accent is wrongly thrown back upon the first syllanle. The 
President pointed out that the word gacffe is duly noticed in Minshen’s Dictionary ; 
also in Phillips and Bailey ; he a so read a note from Professor Lumby, pointing out 
that illustrations of the Hebrew «/ar. a document (from which star-cha alr is pro- 
bad y derived), are given in a note to his last edition of B-con’s Life of Henry VIL, 
with reference to p. 61 of the tex'.
